Tbe 
starfish be* upon Its prey and folds Its 
or rays, coagdetely about ft. 

Its tnouth and win wrap even a large 
oyster ssM shell within tbe folds of tbs 
stomach. Tbe mouth of tbe starfish to 
in tb* center of Its rays.
